Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/2/4 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues, The pH difference is infallible indication of the 
exhaustion of the anion exchanger to be monitored. In this respect It does not matter 
whether weak or strong anions break through first, for example, traces of carbonic acid 
or silicic acid which breaks through are easily detected, "(col. 1, I. 66-col. 8, 1. 4). The 
above clearly indicates that Ammer simply measures the ion concentration irrespective 
of the type of acid ion." This rejection has been withdrawn but new rejection has been 
made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 14-20 and 23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment on 4/2/04 has new matter. 
There is no basis in the specification for claiming "selectively measuring an inorganic 
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carbonic acid concentration in an outlet water of an ion exchange resin vessel filled with 
at least an anion exchange resin, thereby avoiding influences from other acid ions" 
The specification states on page 23 and 24, "the gas permeation membrane used here 
allows the carbon dioxide and other gases permeate though, but does not allow the 
ionic constituents and organic materials." Then goes on to say, "When there is no 
other ionic constituent present, the carbonic acid concentration (carbon dioxide 
concentration) and the electric conductivity of the water dissociation a function 
represented by equilibrium constant which is a function of the temperature... It is clear 
from the above that because, in the conductivity sensor, the influence of any ionic 
constituents other than carbon dioxide is averted by the gas permeation membrane, the 
inorganic carbonic acid concentration can be measured accurately even for sample 
water having other ion constituents such as chloride and sulfuric acid ions." To claim 
"selectively" measuring an inorganic carbonic acid concentration in outlet water of an 
ion exchange resin where unknown sample are present, other gases can pass through 
the barrier for example. Since the specification only has basis for a gas permeation 
membrane and not a selective gas permeation membrane for carbon dioxide a new 
matter rejection is Issued.
